BAILWAY MEETING. 


BSeathers Mea tebavs Areused—Del- 
egettes te Sctawa. 


On Friday 6th inst., a meeting 
was held at the school hoase, Napio- 
ka, to consider the deplorable state 
of affairs owicg to the want of rail- 
road commanication. Considering 
the short netics, and state of the 
reads the meeting was well atteaded. 
Mr. Polloek presided and ealled up- 
on Mr. Alexander to address the 
meeting. 

Mr. Alexander in an able and exe 
haustive speech, reviewed the situs 
ation. Fer the first five years we 
had rumors and promises of railroad 
construction, and the South Western 
was still afar off. Men had spens 
their ready cash in atarting their 
farms. The average dietance from 
market was fifty miles costing the 
farmer 20 cents per bushel if not 
more to market bis grain. Many 
bundied bushels of wheat have been 
soid at 40 cents, so (hat the producer 
had but little more than cleared the 
expenses of his long trip. Premises 
acd rumors will not pay our bills, or 
feed our families, the situaion is 
desperate. Let us make a buld and 
determined effort; and bring our 
wants before the government. The 
speaker elosed by drawing a glowing 
pictare of the great future betore the 
district, with railwey commanieation. 

A number of eur prominent tarme 
ers addressed the meeting, who stated 
that unless the railroad was pushed 
through they would leave the die- 
trict when they bad fulfilled their 
settlement duties, so as to obtain 
their patents, as they were making 
nothing. 

Resolutions were meved and pass- 
ed unanimously as follows: That 
the extension ef the South Western 
to the crossing of the Souris was an 
urgent nacessity, 

That the Dominion Government 
be asked to guarantee the bonds. 

It was then moved by Mr. Yeomans 
seconded by Mr.(r. Hick, that two 
delegates be appointed, one from the 
eastern municipalities and one from 
the western menicipalities, the dels 
eyates to proceed to Ottawa to lay 
betere the government the foregoing 
resolutions. Carried 

Moved by Mr. Caughil!, seconded 
by Mr. Crowell, that from the fands 
at their disposal our council grant 
the sum of fitty dellare to defray the 
expenses of thedelegation. Carried, 

Meare. Pollock, Morrison, EB, P. 
Suider, Cauyhill, were appointed to 
coufer with the other South Western 
Municipalicies, and select delegates. 

With a vote of thanks to Mr. 
Alexander for tis able aidreas, tho 
meeting adjoarned. 

Tie Municipality of Medora has 
voted sixty dollars tor the expenses 
of the delegation. After our long 
years of waiting, the Western Souris 
eettlors are xwase, and demasd the 
tuifilliment of the promises which 
induced them to settle tn the wil- 
Our hardstip= and expen. 
ses have been yreat. Sxty to one 
hundred miles in mud up to the 
ankles, Paying famine prie-s for 
Our supplies, overcoming all thie and 
cultivating large areas of land, and 
drawing wheat from 40 to 60 miles 
we get 40 to 50 cents for No. 1 wheat 
while we are neediessiy taxe! fora 
lot of petty municipalities and a 
useless extravayant Judicial Board. 
Asking for bread, we yet a stone is 
more than we can bear.
